Emergency Dept Visits e This week CDC received forecasts of new reported COVID-19 cases over the next 4 weeks from
21 modeling groups.

Serology (Antibody) e This week's national ensemble forecast indicates an uncertain trend in new COVID-19 cases
Surveillance reported over the next four weeks and predicts that 450,000 to 960,000 new cases will likely be
reported during the week ending November 28, 2020.

Wastewater Surveillance e Over the last several weeks, more reported cases than expected have fallen outside of the
forecasted prediction intervals. This suggests that current forecast prediction intervals may not
Forecasting reflect the full range of future reported case numbers.
